M< GILL BRIEF 
A McGlU brief presented to 
the same commission last year 
urged that Federal aid bo allow- 
ed in tho Province of Quebec. It 
stated that there Is no control of 
education and no Infringement of 
provincial autonomy In the grants 
that the Federal Government 
makes to every university in Ca- 
nada outside the Province of Que- 
bec. 

BREAKDOWN" 
The breakdown of the {25,000, 
000 as proposed by tho U of M 
brief is a 8 follows: 1 10, 000,000 
to bo used for efficient operation 
and maintenance of faculties and 
departments, $6, 000, 000 for va- 
rious capital outlays, $7,500,000 
for tho construction of n now Po- 
lytechnlcal School nnd Health 
Center, nnd more than $1,000,000 
for the transfer of part of the 
School of Higher Commercial Stu- 
dies from Vigor Street to the 
mountain campus. 

The brief recommended the 
creation of an independent pro- 
vincial agency, composed of uni- 
versity representatives, . to study 
the needs of the various universi- 
ties. 

NEEDS 

The most pressing needs of the 
U of M, ns outlined In the brief, 
Included "some sort of pedagogi- 
cal center", additional support 
and greater space for the Depart- 
ment of Philosophy, an Institute 
of Internntlonnl Law to be Inclu- 
ded In the Faculty of Law, nnd an 
Institute of Experimental Medi- 
cine. Some of the other needs of 
the university that were cited 
are: a complete renovation of the 
Faculty of Dentistry, the only 
French-speaking faculty of Its 
typo in Quebec; an Increase in the 
personnel of the Department of 
Pharmacy; and continued special 
grants to tho School of Hygiene, 
which is unique in the Province.

All other nominees for tho 
forthcoming election will bo re- 
quired to hand In general plat- 
forms of not more than ZOO 
words. ThoBe candlduteB who are 
to bo asked specific questions 
may pick up their questionnaires 
In the sulto of The Dally Mana- 
ging Board in the Union. Pint- 
forms must bo handed In not 
later than Friday noon.

A &l S Exec Cut In 
Club Grants Unreduced 

The Arts and Science executive was cut in size and its 
fiscal year was changed as two out of three amendments to 
the faculty constitution were passed at a General Meeting 
yesterday. f 

The third amendment, which proposed the reduction of 
grants to clubs and societies under the jurisdiction of the 
executive, was unanimously defeated. 



Opening the meeting, Don Stir- 
ling, President of A nnd S Society, 
brought up tlw! first proposed 
amendment. Stirling slated that 
there were so many people on the 
Executive alrendy, that in the 
first, throe, years, aside from the 
class presidents, the other officers 
are unnecessary. Tho fourth year 
executive would remain unchang- 
ed. 

PASSED 
After little discussion tho 
amendment was passed. It now 
reads: "The first, second, nnd 
third year classes of the Arts and 
Science Faculty shall each elect 
a president. Tlie fourth year class 
shall elect a president, vice-presi- 



dent, secretary and treasurer." 
The second amendment was 
also passe»! with little trouble. 
It concerned the rlwinelug of 
tho fiscal jenr from .Inly I to 
March 31. "This changeover" 
wild Stirling, "would greatly 
help lwtb I ho incoming and out- 
going executives." 

DEDUCED CHANTS 
The last business of the meet- 
ing was a proposed motion to 
greatly reduce grants to the clubs 
and societies at present supported 
by tho Society. It wan felt that 
the small clubs were asking for 
ridiculously Inrge sums of money 
during the school year. 



The other two finalists, who 
were selected from 16 original 
contestants at the preliminaries 
last week, each Interpreted tho 
subject in a more serious manner. 

SECOND RENAISSANCE 
Miss Knox stated that wo have 
bigness without grandeur. She felt 
that every great age has had an 
ethic, and we must find ours. Ad- 
vocating a second Renaissance, 
she said that It la we, the young- 
er generation, who must bring 
about a new relationship between 
the Individual and the state. 

no spiritual rnoc.nEss 

Garth Mosher pointed out that 
although wo have advanced quite 
far materially, we have as yet 
not made any spiritual progress. 
"We have denied that we are our 
brothers' keepers," he said, and 
went on to urge a readjustment 
In man's spiritual values. He con- 
cluded with the .thought that If 
wo do not face this challenge, 
no one will, for no ono will be 
hern to do it. 

Dr. James. In awarding the de- 
cision, remarked that the only 
thing on which the candidates 
agreed, was the fact that the 
world was In a sorry state.

Wanted in the Union Ballroom today at 1 pm: a quorum of 300 students to vote on 
a standing motion to raise Students' Society fees $2 — from $15 to $17 — the increase 
to go to the McGill Daily in an effort to erase its debt, which this year amounts to about 
$12,000. 



Final decision on tnis contro- 
versial amendment to the Stu- 
dents' Society constitution has 
teen held over from last week, 
when lengthy discussion and final 
defeat of an "amendment to tho 
amendment" lasted until tho quo- 
rum disappeared for 2 pm lectu- 
res. 

ORIGINAL MOTION LEFT 
The defeat or this nmendment, 
which moved $1 to the Dally, 50 
cents to the Union, and 50 cents 
to Students' Society general funds, 
leaves the original motion of a 
$2 ree raise — all to the Dally — 
to be voted on today barring 
other amendments which may bo 
proposed at the meeting. 

TWO-THIRDS MAJORITY 
A two-thirds majority vote or 
students in tlie assembled gather- 
ing will bo necessary tor tho mo- 
tion to pass, slnco It Involves a 
constitutional amendment. 

As an aid to voters, the Dally 
budget for 1953-54, prospective 
budgets for various possible 
printing schemes next year, and 
the provisional Students' Society 
budget for next year have been 
published In the Daily.

A motion proposing that a per- 
manent student body bo set up 
to guard against provincial In- 
fringement on civil liberties will 
be presented at the Students' .So- 
ciety meeting today. 

The proposed motion is said to 
be tho rosult of the censor board's 
action against the film "Martin 
Luther", the action or the Prov- 
incial legislature against the Jeh- 
ovah's Witnesses and the amend- 
ment of certain labor laws. 

The first of the latter Is bill 
19, which now reads that no pub- 
lic utility has the right to strike. 
Dill 20 has been altered to dis- 
allow any union which has mem- 
bers who are Communist organiz- 
ers or has Communists in exec- 
utive positions. The question "who 
Is Communist" Is to be decided by 
the Attorney-General. 

Following Tremlcr Duplessls' 
statement that McGIU's principal. 
Dr. F. Cyril James "puts his foot 
In It quite orten" an Independent 
group or McGill students passed 
around a petition against the re- 
mark; the petition was signed by 
move than 250 people.

English Department Play 
Causes Sex Controversy 

For centuries the plot of Shakespeare's "Measure For 
Measure" has been too shocking for most audience and as a 
result it is not often produced. 



The story or the pIbj- hinges 
around the question or whether a 
young novice In a convent should 
sacririce her virtue In order to 
save the life of her condemned 
hrolher. This highly controversial 
play will be presented by the 
university's English Department 
under the direction or Professor 
Stephen Porter on March 11, 12 
and 13. 

THE riX)T 
The plot of "Measure tor 
Measure" tells or a retorm gov- 
ernor who sots out to clean up 
tho vice which Is rampant In his 
city; among his victims Is a cer- 
tain Claudio who has been sent- 
enced to dlo tor incontlnency. 
When Angclo, the governor, is 
conrronted by tho virtuous sister 
or the condemned man, he is pas- 
sionately aroused by her charms 
and tries to assault her, succumb- 
ing to the vice himself. 

Ironically It Is hor great virtue 
that nppcals to him rather than 
any efrort sho makes to attract 
him. Isabella reels that she can- 
not agrco to submit to such a 
bargain for It would condemn her 
to hell, while only giving her bro- 
ther a few more years of life. 
Other sub-plots revolve nround 
the relation botweon organized 
sin and a corrupt government. 
GREAT CLASSIC 
' The play, which at first, scyms 
to be building to n sordid tragedy 
or morals In the grand classical 
manner Is skillfully turned Into 
a comedy with a definitely happy 
ending. It i.s partly this ending 
which has not only puzzled but 
also disappointed Shakespearean 
scholars for many years. Instead 
of killing off all Ills wicked char- 
acters, Shakespeare has concluded 
that anyone may fall into sin but 
that die repentant sinner can be 
forgiven. 
Today, some modem critics see 



this as a play In which one Is 
shown how Christian chastity may- 
lead to unnecessary cruelty and 
evon selfish virtue. Rut the play's 
McGill producers feel that "Mea- 
sure for Measure" Is In reality a 
profound play or christian ror- 
glveness. nnd that with this In 
mind one cun see Hint Shake- 
speare has shown wisdom and 
tolernnco, which raise tho play to 
a high plane of morality and 
faith. 

"Measure for Measure" will be 
presented with only a few minor 
cuts nnd transpositions which will 
tone down the obscene language 
nnd at tho same time get rid of 
the more obscure phrases that are 
meaningless today. They will also 
allow a more continuous action 
so that the play will viewed with 
maximum clarity, he fast moving, 
and exciting. 

This play was chosen by Pro 
fessor Porter because It fits so 
well into tho now dramatic pro 
duction programme. Tho purpose 
of the programme is to enable 
local theatre-goers to seo a 
neglected masterpiece, to provide 
training for the students, who 
take all the roles in various act- 
ing styles and to allow them to 
become acquainted With tho great 
dramatic works of all times. The 
series began last year with the 
production of tho Greek tragedy 
"Illppolytus" by Euripides.

.we trust will be final consideration at to- 
day's meeting in the Union Ballroom. 

Re-hashing the issues at stake is futile; 
they have been aired quite enough as it is. 
At this point we can ask only that each 
voter carefully consider the financial situa- 
tion of the Students' Society, and particu- 
larly of the Daily (the Daily budget for 
this year was printed in Tuesday's issue). 

. Each voter should decide how best io re- 
concile, in the light of the above, his desire 
for a solvent Students' Society, smoothly 
running clubs and organizations, and a stu- 
dent newspaper that adequately serves the 
campus. 

Quite aside from the fee raise is a mo- 
lion on another, question, also scheduled for 
tomorrow's meeting — a question which, 
like that of the fee raise, has been a popular 
' topic on the campus recently. 

The question referred to is that ever- 
popular one of the merits (or lack of them) 
of certain bills passed by the Quebec Le- 
gislature, particularly those passed under 
the guiding hand of Premier Duplessis. 

The motion referred to is printed on 



page one of this issue of the Daily and is, 
we understand, to be presented at today's 
meeting. We would not care to see the mo- 
lion passed in its present form. 

While we do not have a very high opin- 
ion of bills 19 and 20 and certain other 
acts of the Legislature ,we do not feel that 
the Students' Society should "direct the 
Students' Executive Council to establish a 
standing board of inquiry into personal, 
academic and social freedoms in Canada," 
or that this board should "present student 
opinion to the general public regularly." 

The job of the Students' Executive 
Council is to be the executive body hand- 
ling the business of student activities; any 
other /unction, particularly one so nebul- 
ous as "inquiry into personal, academic, 
and social freedoms" is beyond its scope, 
and, in short, none of its business. 

To "present student opinion to the gen- 
eral public regularly" may be, in theory, a 
very estiminable idea; but any "standing 
board of inquiry" runs the grave risk of 
falling into the rut of presenting its own 
opinions to the public regularly, and not 
those of the students in general.

Crime And The Hitlerjugend 



Dear Sir, 

I fall to follow your logic. Mr. Sheppnrd. In 
your article, "The Hitlerjugend Still Murders". 
You have mentioned three Incidents In which 
German boys have murdered their parents and 
maintain thnt these Incidents "nre not a mere 
coincidence" but are' Intimately connected be- 
cause all three boys had belonged to the Hitler- 
jugend. Your further evidence proving the con- 
nection between these crimes is thnt: (1) nil 
three crimes were ugly, without motivation, 
mercy, or remorse; (2) all had been exposed to 
teachings which Inclined them toward' violence 
and made them "Incapable of adapting them- 
selves to a peaceful environment". 

Ai I see It, Mr. Sheppard, you are not In- 
dicting these three boys for their crimes, but the 
Hitlerjugend. To do this, however, you must 
present evidence that these crimes were not 
committed by mere chance, that there is a sta- 
tistical correlation between dastardly crimes 
committed in Germany and past membership In 
the Hitlerjugend. Rut I am afraid you shall have 
some difficulty In obtaining n statistical analysis 
In favour of your conclusions because practically 
' all German boys belonged to the Hitlerjugend 
and most German hoys have not committed such 
crimes. 

Furthermore, if your charges were true, then 
one should not expect "revulsion" against 'these 
rrimei In Germany, especially among the young 
men of Germany, for they nil have been exposed 
to the same indoctrination. In addition, one 
should also expect that these boys would not have 
been punished, but the fact is they have received 
the maximum penalty. 

You must also show, Mr. Sheppnrd. that Ger- 
many has a higher rato of murders than nations 
which had no Hitlerjugend. It would lie super- 
fluous for me to mention that every Issue of 
Time Magazine carries a story of some merciless 
crime committed In North America, crimes done 



without remorse, obviously by psychopaths. But 
these psychopaths did not have party cards In 
the Hitlerjugend. Furthermore, your charges re- 
mind me of the old wives' tales In the U.S. .con- 
cerning the U.S. Marines after the war, in which 
these veterans were looked upon as cut-throats 
unfit for civilian life, simply because a few 
Marines had gone berserk after the war and com- 
mitted murder. If murder happens to be com- 
mitted by an ex-Boy Scout, or better yet, by 
three ex-Roy Scouts, would you, Mr. Sheppard, 
jump to the conclusion that all Boy Scouts are 
potential murderers? Hear, hear, Mr. Sheppard. 

If your assumption Is correct, that the Hitler- 
jugend Is directly responsible for these three 
particular crimes in question, then we must also 
assume that other past members of this group 
are potentially dangerous people. Rut, each year 
thousands of these boys have been coming to 
Canada and we have yet to hear of any unusually 
high crime rate among them. Throughout Mont- 
real today, you find them preparing your food In 
restaurants, serving ns domestics, hospital order- 
lies and even ns doctors, not to mention the 
women working In hospitals, who probably be- 
longed to the female counterpart of the same or- 
ganization and yet, do you fear for your life 
when you go abroad In Montreal? Do you really 
think your chances of getting robbed and mur- 
dered by n German Immigrant, who Is an ex- 
Hitlcrjugendcr, are significantly greater than by 
one of our own home-grown hoodlums? 

It Is Indeed difficult to follow your reasoning, 
dear Sheppard, simply because you are not' rea- 
soning. You are feeling. Indeed, yon are Indulg- 
ing In that popular emotional exercrse of charg- 
ing guilt by association. 

In closing, Sir, from your subjective argu- 
ment, I think It is just ns reasonable to assume 
that these psychopathic personalities who axed 
their parents had read "Crime and Punishment" 
and were emulating Raskolnikoff.
